Brea in Berlin 


Talks Forced 
By U. S. Brass

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The determination of the 
United States to remain in Berlin and operate inde- 
pendently of any control is due almost entirely to strategic 
or military considerations. This fact is believed to have 
been the decisive reason why the three-power bloc, led by 
the U. S., broke off negotiations with the Soviet Union 


and is bringing charges against her before the United 


Nations Security Council. 


The American white paper, issued by the State De- 
partment early this morning, reveals that on Aug. 30 the 
four powers agreed on a directive to the four military 
governors in Berlin providing a basis for a solution to the 
Berlin crisis. However, about this time American military 
men, notably the U. S. military governor, Gen. Lucius Clay, 
became seriously disturbed for fear that the U. S. had 
made too many concessions to the Soviets. 


The issue upon which the American bloc wrecked the 
negotiations was the Soviet demand for control over air- 
routes.above the Soviet zone. Such control, the Soviets 
pointed out, is just as necessary in this case as railway, 
water and highway transport.” This demand was rejected 
by the military governors of the three powers who were 
engaged in discussions in Berlin for the purpose of im- 
plementing the talks held earlier by the foreign ministers 
in Moscow. 


CONTINUE AIRLIFT 


The airlift between ‘Berlin and the Western zones is 
therefore to be continued. The Army, which has charge 
of this operation, is obviously not displeased at this out- 
come. To the approximately 115 transport planes already 
in service between Templehof airdrome in the U. S. zone 
of Berlin and Frankfurt, Lt. Gen. Curtis Lemay i is seeking 
to add another 100 planes. 

If the U. S. regarded Berlin only as an ade aint 
center for Germany, there would be no basis for ehjecuon 2 
to control of air-routes. 


But this was only one of the sharp ee raised 
by the American bloc following the referral of the Aug. 
30 directive to the Berlin governors. The directive called 
for withdrawal of the Western mark from Berlin and the 
introduction of the Soviet zone mark as the single cure

Doomed Anti-Fascist Writes — 9 


The following letter was written by a Spanish Communist leader They are in a hurry, a great hurry, 
who faces death before a Franco firing squad unless protests save 
him. It was 3 out of a fascist prison. 

La Coruna, Sept. 6, 1948. 


Dear aunt: 


I HAVE NO assurance that this or another letter I 
have written will ever reach you. However, I am making 


another effort although you will note from my handwrit- 
ing that my hands are not in condition for writing. 


I was arrested in La Coruna on July 11, while direct- 
ing the organization of the Communist Party. Upon en- 
tering a house on Calle Real where I was to meet a com- 
rade (Antonio Seoane, leader of the Guerrilla Army of 


Galicia), I found the police waiting for me inside. 


The 


above-mentioned comrade had been arrested ‘the night 
before. A woman comrade accompanied me (Maria Blaz- 


quez). 


Upon knocking at the door, we were taken by 


surprise by the police. Maria, with supreme courage and 
serenity, and without fear, lunged at the nearest guard 
and pushed me back hoping that E would thus manage 
to escape. She was felled by a shot in the stomach. 

I managed to reach the second floor and upon ready- 
ing my pistol for any eventuality, I was fired on from 
above. The bullet hit me squarely in the face, knocking 
out one eye and shattering my nose and face. Despite 
this, I managed to reach the street and escape. However, 
the loss of blood was so great, that one-half hour later I 
was caught, as the police were able to trail me to my 
hiding-place through the bloody tracks I left behind. 

After 13 days in the hospital, half-cured, I was taken 


to the headquarters of the Civil 
Guard, where the so-called in- 
terrogations” were begun. It is 
not necessary to relate what they 
did to us, especially to Seoane and 
myself, 

I am practically a skeleton. 
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From July 11 to Sept. 1 when I 
was released from the dungeon 
and interned in a semi-isolation 
cell, I lost 24 kilos (approximately 
55 Ibs.) My stomach and intes- 
tines are practically ruined and 
for many days I did nothing but 
spit up large chunks of blood. It 
is humanly impossible for me to 
roll a cigarette with my hands. 
Seoane is in practically the same 
state. 

This is fascism! However, I have 
never lost spirit. They are now 
rushing matters in order to liqui- 
date us as soon as possible. I be- 
lieve that, at the very latest, we 
will have been executed by Nov. 1.

only regret that we cannot do 
more] However, it is comforting 
to know that nothing and no one 
will be able to undermine the 
struggle. 
brave are our people! What in- 
destructible faith they have in 
victory! With such faith and 
such people, and for so noble a 
cause as that which we defended 
and. will continue to defend to 
the last moment, we are ready to 
give not one but a 100 lives with- 
out vacillation. I am only sorry 
that I did not give more, that I 
was not capable of accomplishing 
the task which the leaders of the 
party entrusted upon me with 
confidence and honor when they 
sent me to Spain.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (UP).— 
The Justice Department today 
charged two large milk companies 
in New England with violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The government filed a civil anti- 
trust suit in federal court in Bos- 
ton against H. P. Hood and Sons, 
Inc., and the Whiting Milk Co., 
both of Boston; and company pres 
idents Harvey P. Hood of the Hood 
Company and Alfred A. Stickler of 
Whiting. 

The Justice Department charged 
that Hood violated the anti-trust 
law by acquiring 350 competing 
handlers or distributors of milk in 
principal New England cities over 
a period of years. The complaint 
said Hood also arranged to acquire 
control over Whiting, its principal 
competitor and the second largest 
distributor in New England.

Wallace Calls for 20% 


Food Price Rollback 


Henry A. Wallace last night called for a general price freeze, a 20 percent rollback 
of food prices, effective rent control and rationing of scarce housing materials, in a 
speech broadcast: over the NBC national network. Wallace urged a three-cent cut in the 
price of bread and a five-cent cut in@— 


milk prices. 

“Farmers,” Wallace added, 
“must be protected by subsidies 
which will secure them fair prices. 
Controls must be restored on 
scarce materials so that homes 
can be built for our veterans and 
other homeless families. Rent con- 
trol must be made effective.” 


There can be no real reduction in 
the cost of living, declared Wallace, 
“until we Change the course of our 
foreign policy, until we end the sui- 
cidal plunge toward war, until we 
put a stop to the profiteering of 20 


billions a year, until we take away. 


from the gluttons the fattest pork 
barrel in history, all talk of bring- 
ing prices down is false. 


PEACE AND LOW PRICES 


“Cutting down on military bud- 
gets is needed not only to end in- 
flation, it is needed (indeed it is 
& precondition) for any honest dis- 
cussion of peace. Peace and low 
prices are inseparable, as war and 
high prices are inseparable.” 


Wallace charged that while the 


“twin cardidates talk of peace and 
lower prices,” their actions lead to 
“war and higher prices. Both urge 
more spending for war. Mr. Dewey 
does not even mention profiteering 
and Mr. Truman does not propose 
to curb the profiteers he has so re- 
cently discovered. Both support the 
cold war, the armaments economy. 
Both promote irflation.” 


Wallace recalled that among Tru- 
man’s first acts after the death of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was his invi- 
tation to Edwin Pauley and George 
Allen, “errand boys of the biggest 
corporations.

thirds vote for the first time in UN history. 
On Tuesday night, the elections of the seven 
‘vice-presidents were held over; the following morn- 
ing the Big Five’ 8 spokesmen were elected as per 
custom; and, on the second ballot, Zygmunt Modze- 
lewski, Poland’s quiet, able ‘Foreign Minister, beat 
out that pathetic clown, Carlos Romulo of the 
Philippines. 

The six committee heads, plus Evatt, plus the 
vice-presidents, make up the powerful presiding 


committee which determines the agenda. Thus, in. 


a body of 14, the USSR and Poland are the only 
representatives of the new world. Britain, Australia 
and Canada hold posts, as do France and Belgium; 
there are two Near Eastern states—Iran and Le- 
banon; there is China; there is the United States 
and Latin America alone has Chile, Mexico and 
Panama represented. 

The story is going the rounds that the State 
Department really wanted to elect the noted 
Czechoslovak jurist and author of the. Czechoslovak 
constitution, Vladimir Prochazka, to the chairman- 
ship of the sixth (legal) committee in place of 
Panama’s Richardo Alfaro. Supposedly, the United 
States just could not throw its weight around and 
the combination of Latin American and Arab votes 
had its own way. Next morning, the American 
delegation met here in the Hotel D’Iena and dis- 
cussed what to do about the freeze-out of the 
“Soviet bloc.” | 
It turned out that the United States was com- 
mitted to support the Mexican and Filipino dele- 
gate for the sixth and seventh vice-presidency on 
the first ballot and could not alter its obligations. 
Thus, only on the second ballot was Romulo de- 


feated. In this way the State Department would 


have us-believe that it regretted the humiliation 


of the Slav states and sought to fepair the damage. 


WHAT HAS BEEN generally forgotten, how- 


ever, is this: the original gentlemen’s agreement at 
San Francisco provided that the European 
states would have at least two delegates on the 
steering committee, in addition to the Soviet 
Union. 

This is one of those many war-time agreements 
which have been systematically violated at the 
UN assemblies: Last year there was the famous 
case of how the Ukraine was very nearly kept out 
of the Security Council. 

The problem is much deeper, however, than 
agrements on geographical distribution.

DAVID NELLOR, the fink expert of the Sun, 
sees in the appeal to trade unionists to go to school 
evidence of the “party’s apprehension over its de- 
clining influence in labor.” Nellor says Communists 
have always managed to lead unions though they 
are small minorities in them, thanks to their Marxist 
education. But they have lost ground in unions, 
he goes on. So, presumably, the Communists are 
now desperately trying to educate more Marxist 
“minorities” to meet the attacks. 

In his own crude and poisonous way, Nellor 
unwittingly bolsters the emphasis Communists have 
always placed on Marvist training. 

Nellor is right in suggesting, in his peculiar way 
of course, that weakness in Marxist training con- 
tributed to several recent reversals by progressives 
in trade union ranks.

THE TRANSPORT WORKERS UNION provides 
an example. Although progressives held leadership 
in it for 15 years, little was accomplished in the 
way of educating a large number of the union's 
active leaders and rank and filers. Thus there was 
no basic consciousness back of the progressive poli- 
cies the union expressed publicly. The progressives 
held a confidence among the workers as “good 
unionists.” But they were never fortified with a 
large enough number of supporters who could take 
on the red-baiters and company-unionists on ideo- 
logical grounds. 

The TWU situation also shows that the margin 


between ignorance of Marxism and betrayal of the 


most elementary principle of unionism is very thin. 
We've had Mike Quill around for 15 years, and even 
in his best days it was impossible to get him to 
read a book, let alone study, anything about’ labor. 

Joe Curran is another one. Al Lannon tells me 
that he had to practically baby that boy in the 
early days of the National Maritime Union because 
Curran didn’t know beans about a union, let alone 
leading one. But Joe only put his mind to mastering 
the opportunist tricks that help a fellow hold on. to 
office. He never really wanted to grasp the. funda- 
mentals of the progressive movement with which 
he was associated for a while. Now he is promot- 
ing a company union policy in the NMU..

Trade union progressivism is something more 
than a hit and miss agreement on an issue now 
or an issue tomorrow, or association around a cer- 
tain group of leaders.

The 
restrictions had been made -neces- 
sary by the issuance of a separate 
currency by the American bloc and 
by other steps taken in the process 
of setting up a West German gov- 
ernment in Frankfurt. It could not, 
therefore, agree to lifting the block- 
ade as a condition for continuing 
discussions on these economic is- 
sues. 


The Soviet position, according to

There was one big anti-Dies meet- 
ing in Hollywood in September, 
1938, where Melvyn Douglas — the 
same Douglas that about-faced a 
year later and accepted a red- 
baiting role in the Nazi-like MGM 
film Ninotchka—read a cablegram 
which he dreamed had been sent 
from a man in Germany named 
Hitler to a man in America named 
Dies congratulating him on the 
good job he had done for Nazism. 
At this same meeting John Ford, 
director of The Informer (he’s for 
the Truman-Dewey bi-partisan 
league today), said he was all for 
the work of the Hollywood Anti- 
Nazi League. “If this be com- 
munism count me in.” 

Donald Ogden Stewart, the fa-

Where Are the Medals 


Of Yesteryear ? 
Hs capitalism lost faith in its own cause? How else 
can we explain the failure of industry to give itself 


medals as it did in days gone by? Why, I can remember 
the time when no self-respecting manufacturer would put a product 
on the market unless that produet sported at least two gold medals. 

I can, for instance, recall a jar of mustard on the label of which 
was listed an impressive catalog of the major decorations that product 
had won in battle on the free market. The mustard label listed a 
gold medal from the St. Louis World’s Fair, a gold medal from the 
Chicago World’s Fair and a gold medal from the Paris World’s Fair, 
plus numerous certificates of honor and testimonials of excellence 
ascribed to Napoleon who liked his corned beef well seasoned. 

In my youth, I used a Worcestershire sauce that had more medals 
than Gen. Clay, and a higher moral sense. 

Today, alas, mustards boast of no more than a Good Housekeeping 
Seal which, to my way of thinking, is no more significant 2 a 
Good Conduct Medal. 

I could never figure out some aspects of these decorations. who 
awarded these medals? Why were they always gold? Were no silver 
medals given, or did those ketchups which won only silver medals, 
slink away and leave the market out of sheer mortification? 

In retrospect, I imagine that whenever a world’s fair, an industrial 
exhibit or some such shindig came along, all the manufacturers got 
together and agreed to give each other gold medals. Then the King of 
England wandered by to give them Special Appointments to His 
Majesty, by virtue of which each was entitled to be spread on the 
royal ham sandiwch. Possibly the manufacturers decided not to hand 
out any silver medals for the sake of harmony.

I RATHER 3 that ae phenomenon of medals was part 
of that period in which capitalism still had elements of competition,

They meet the White Sox tonight and tomorrow 
and the Tigers Friday, Saturday and Surday, all in the big stadium on 
the shores of Lake Erie, from whose well fitted stands the excited local 
populace will set up an encouraging din. 

The Yankees, a gallant but battered crew being dragged along 
painfully by the magnificent, limping star of stars, Joe DiMaggio, and 
that come-through guy, Tommy Henrich, have the toughest row to 
hoe. One of their ace pitchers, Spec Shea, can barely lift his right 
arm face high to shave in the morning, and he’s not a lefthander. 
Their regular catcher, Gus Niarhos,. has just mournfully announced 
a broken hand. Their schedule calls for them to play all five remaining 
contests away from home cooking. 


The first three are at Shibe Park in Philly, where they tangle 
with a club not quite good enough to hang on to the pace all year, 
but entirely capable of relaxedly and gleefully. belting the World 
Champions into 1948 oblivion even before they get to Boston for 
the final two games. 


As for the third horse, the Red Sox, who aim to make it a Hub-a 
Hub-a Series: Their lack of real basic pitching Class showed up in 
the high pressure Stadium Series, but nonetheless they should en- 
counter little difficulty from the supine Senators thrice running at 
Fenway Park, and come into the final Yankee series, also at home, 
in. a good position to do business if Cleveland’s foot slips. 


Ifs and Angles 


THE “IFS” ARE endless, and they all emphasize Cleveland’s 
superior position. For instance, “if” the Yanks and Red Sox split 
their final series, a sttong likelihood, Cleveland could afford to lose 
one of its five and still win, or lose two of the five and still wind 
up in a tie. You can take it from there and conjure up your own “ifs.” 

To the fan it’s a fascinating race to follow. To the ballplayers 
involved there are several factors that precede fascination by several 
lengths, Of these, the chief one is the little matter of approximately 
four grand per man, which is what the participant’s share in the 
receipts usually hits. (Leaving a very, very comfortable sum for The 
Greatest Commissioner Since Landis). 

In this sordid connection, it might be pointed out hat the Boston 
Braves, now gently marking time till the afternoon of October 6, have 
a very definite preference among their three potential opponents, 
and it’s not the Red Sox, nice and cozy as a travel-less city series. 
would be. Not while Cleveland’s Stadium can accommodate almost 


80,000 and Fenway Park only 35,000. The players’ shares, you see, are 
computed on the attendance of the first four games. 
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The Braves become one of the oddest team's to ever enter a 
World Series. Except for flashes here and there, they went through 
with only two classy pitchers. They have possibly the weakest throw 
outfield in either league. Only Dark and Torgerson are fast enough 
afoot to take the extra base consistently, 

Yet, strangely, they will have plenty of support n any Amer - 
ican League opponent. The Indians, for example, are far deeper 
in good starting pitchers, with Feller, Lemon, Bearden, Zoldak, Paige 
and Gromek available. But such is the nature of a World Series, 
particularly one in which a day’s traveling will occur between cities 
once and maybe twice, that two superlative pitchers like Sain and 
Spahn become more important than pitching depths. (Of course, 
there's no law against Bob Feller being superlative too, is there?) 


The Braves HAVE a Few Hitters 


THE BRAVES HAVE a little more rounded out punch than is 
popularly supposed. Present marks find Dark at 324 Heath at .317 
and Holmes at 314. Mike McCormick picked ‘up fram the Reds two 
years ago, is a surprise .296 and Elliott a supercharged .285. Big Heath 
is a bust-up-your-ball game kind of hitter. He’s been used only 
against righthanded pitching, but that’s what Cleveland has most 
of. Incidentally old Jeff had slid down to .251 with the Browns last 


year, apparently journey’s end. Somebody in the Boston setup had 


a bright notion. 
The Indians, with. the pest pitching around, also have the most 


impressive batting list, though it will be argued that the Red Sox 
fare more consistently destructive. 


At. any rate there’s Lou Boudreau 


himself clouting 354, Dale Mitchell at 337, Keltner, Doby ard Gordon 


at 392, 292 and 27 respectively, and all three frequent home run 
belters. Allie Clark, who will face southpaw Spahn, is also over .300.
